Russia Is on the verge of the most momentous reform In horhistory 
The Teutonic victories are discrediting the bureaucrats who have 
guided Russia’s destiny since the beginning of the war, and lib­ 
eralism Is now making its voice heard in tones that * < ho the Im­ 
perative demands of the French revolution. 
Czar Nicholas, temperment.al and Instinctively dramatic, 
may 
soon add to the vodka prohibition of last year political and social 
reforms of far more Importance. 
For the first tim*- since abortive 
revolution th a t followed the defeats of the Russo-Japanese war, the 
(luma bas become menacing. 
The reformers In the duma have 
united. 
This union gives the new party of all the progressives a 
numerical majority over the reactionaries. 
The reactionaries are now trying to persuade th* government 
to dissolve th*- duma. 
Professor MIIukofT, th*; real bader of the 
progressives, bas replied that lf the duma Is dissolved It will meet 
again in a few weeks. 
The th re a t Is obvious. 
Professor 
Mtlu- 
kofT unquestionably bas in mind th*- historic meeting of the French 
national assembly In th*- te n n i s court at Versailles, which was th** 
first act of the French revolution, 
lf the duma is prorogued, th** 
czar may have to put down a civil revolution as well as oppose: th** 
Teutonic advance. 
It Is improbable Hi** duma will b<* mist aside. 
The 
czar 
shows 
signs of sensing the danger th at threatens him from within, and 
his faith in tin* bureaucracy that surrounds him must have been 
sadly weakened during th** last four months. 
The Germans have- 
long c o u n te d on a revolutionary outbreak In Russia to help them 
conquer the Slavs and compel Russia to make a separate and dis­ 
astrous peace. 
The revolution Is now* at hand. 
The czar, whose mysticism caused him to do 
th*- 
unexpected 
things at a moment’s notice, bas not retired to th** background at 
th** approach of th** revolution. 
Instead, he bas gone forward to 
meet It. 
He bas assumed open and personal 
responsibility 
b**for** 
bls people. 
This may mean that reforms will be granted to Russia 
by the czar as a m atter of right. 
If so, Russia will raise from her 
defeats more powerful than she could be in a battlefield victory. 
Western liberalism Is knocking at Russia's door and the czar seems 
to be reaching forward to throw back the belts.
